806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case, the different inventions have been disclosed as 
different embodiments wherein the mode of operation of one embodiment (invention) is different 
than the mode of operation of the other embodiment (invention). 

Furthermore, different "embodiments" demonstrate that one invention is not used 
together with the other invention. 
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Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for Invention I is not required for Invention 11, restriction for examination purposes as indicated 
is proper.
